WASHINGTON, July 31—The 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
and the Defenze Department are 
warning against pro-Communist 
organizations such gs the St. Louis 
Peace Committee, and other 
groups which are exploiting the 
grief and worry of relatives of 
American - prisoners. of war in 
Korea. 


The St. Louis operation by 
James H. Sage and Brockman 
Schumacher, Negro, in soliciting 
contributions from parents of St. 
Louis area soldiers killed, wound- 
ed or captured by the Chinese 
Reds similar to propaganda 
and fund raising dodges used re- 
cently on the west coast. 


Lists of Prisoners Claimed. 


The pro-Communist speakers 
and solicitors. say they have lists 
of prisoners of war published by 
the Chinese Communists and that 
— can help these American sol- 

iers. 


On June 18, the Defense De- 
partment issued the following 
warning: 

“In the past some unscru- 
pulous individuals attempting 
to turn the grief and sorrow of 
families to their own uses, have 
been known to extort money 
from families by claiming they 
have some knowledge of the 
relative who is reported as 
missing in action. Sometimes 
they claim that the relative is a 
prisoner of war and that they 
are in a position either to get 
in touch withthim, or to get 
him freed m the prison 
camp, for a certain sum of 
money. Experience indicates 
that such letters originate in 
other countries as well as in 
the United States. 


“lf you should receive any 
letter of other communication 
from anybody not well known 
to you who claims toe have 
knowledge about your missing 
relative, please notify the near- 
est FBI office before doing 
anything else.” 

The Defense Department says 
that most of the alleged lists of 
prisoners have been obtained 
- from the National Guardian, pro- 
Soviet weekly magazine published 
in New York, which in turn gets 
them from the China Monthly Re- 
view, an anti-American magazine 
published in China. Other lists, 
it is said, are obtained from the 
London Daily Worker, a Commu- 
nist newspaper that has its own 
correspondent in Korea. 

Defense officials say they have 
found no way to stop publication 
of these alleged lists or to pro- 
hibit the solicitation of funds 
from relatives. 


‘No Censorship.’ 

“All we can do,” a department 
spokesman said, “is to expose the 
unscrupulous s0-and-sos. We have 
no censorship and the National 
Guardian can print what it likes.” 

The Defense Department is 
making every effort to learn the 
names and the condition of the 
American prisoners of war. The 
Peiping radio is monitored 24 
hours daily; the Communist press 
is studied for names, and letters 
from prisoners of war to their 
families often give information 
about other prisoners. When the 
information is verified, the pris- 
oner’s family is notified. | 


An FB) spokesman said that 
agency is keeping a close check 
on all operations such as the St. 
Louis affair Saturday night at 
which funds were solicited. Like 
the Defense Department official, 
he said no legal action seemed 
feasiple against such groups; his 
advice was for parents to give no 
money to such organiza‘ions.

ST. CHARLES HIT 
BY HEAVY RAIN,

An electrical storm and heavy 
rain in St. Charles early today 
left streets flooded after 2.83 
inches fell in less than two hours. 
A lightning bolt struck four 
houses. Only .19 of an inch of 
rain was recorded in St. Louis 
this morning. 

Damage estimated at $1000 
was caused to the home of Ed- 
mund Burke, 714 Clark street. 
Lightning glanced from a tall 
tree, damaged his roof, bulged 
out a living room wall, ruined his 
television set and established the 
time by stopping his electric 
clock at 6:03 a.m. 

The same bolt struck and did 
slight damage tc adjoining homes 
owned by James Evans and Mrs. 
Amelia Ohlemeir. Evans leaped 
from bed and ran barefooted to 
a fire station a block away, after 
he smelled insulation burning. 
No fire resulted, but fuses were 
blown out of fuse boxes and all 
electrical power was knocked out 
ip the neighborhood. A fourth 
house in another section of the 


city was struck, with slight aam- 
age. 

The sudden heavy rainfall left 
the intersection, of Benton and 
Tompkins streets under more 
than four feet of water. City of- 
ficials said the storm sewer sys- 
tem was inadequate to handle the 
rainfall because of the high river 
level.

AUGUSTA, Me., July 31 (UP)— 
Authorities questioned children 
and adults at a summer camp to- 
day in the belief that the drown- 
ing of a helpless 8-yearo-ld cere- 
bral palsy victim was murder. 
Sheriff Harry Pinkham began 
his investigation yesterday after 
receiving an autopsy report which 
said that Allen Rowe, son of a 
Boothbay Harbor bowling alley 
ing of a helpless 8-year-old cere- 
owner, had suffered head injuries 
which he could have sustained 
himself.” 

“We feel that somebody struck 
the boy on the head and stunned 
him, then dropped him in the 
pond where he was found,” Pink- 
ham said. 

Allen’s body was found Wednes- 
day in North Pound, 100 feet off- 
shore from a camp operated by 
the Pine Tree Society for Crip- 
pled Children, Inc. 

Camp counselors told police 
Allen could barely walk and could 
not swim at all. They said they 
took him for a boat ride last Tues- 
day and placed him well on shore 
about 7 p.m. 

They went to the movies “as- 
suming” that other counselors 
would pick him up and take him 
to his cottage, they said. Allen’s 
disappearance was discovered at 
bed check, two hours later, and a 
search began.

TRUMAN ADVISED 
10 SIGN, ASSAL 
CONTROLS BIL 


Labor Policy Committee 
Condemns Measure as 
‘Callous Betrayal of 
Consumers.’ 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP)— 
President Truman's key stabili- 
zation aids reportedly have ad- 
vised him to sign the new eco- 
nomic controls bill today—and 
also to blast it as inadequate to 
curb inflation. 

In Congress, the general ex- 
pectation was that Truman would 
approve the bill by midnight, 
when the present law expires. 

Some members of Congress 
termed the bill they sent to the 
White House yesterday a good 
one and said the President has 
no justification for ‘complaint. 
Others criticized it and declared 
more legislation would be needed 
to check inflation. ~ 


Declaration of Labor. 


The United Labor Policy Com- 
mittee, representing most of or- 
ganized labor, blasted the meas- 
ure as a “callous betrayal of the 
consumers” and said it would 
back Truman if he vetoes it. 

The measure provides for con- 
tinuing wage, price, rent, con- 
sumer credit and defense pro- 
duction controls through next 
June, but in some cases if eases 
curbs the President wanted 
tightened or unchanged. It lacks 
most of the additional anti-infla- 
tion powers the President re- 
quested. 

The House approved the bill 
yesterday by a roll call vote of 
294 to 80. Senate passage was by 
voice vote last Friday. The bill 
is a compromise version of sep- 
arate measures approved earlier 
by the two branches. 

Price Director Michael V. Di- 
Salle reportedly has told Truman 
it appears he has no choice but 
to sign the bill—that letting con- 
trous lapse would cause chaos in 
the defense production program 
and perhaps send prices soaring. 

Proposals of DiSalle. 

A Government official who 
asked not to be named said, how- 
ever, that DiSalle had urged Mr. 
Truman to recommend that Con- 
gress revise the legislation as 
soon as possible by: 

1. Scrapping the bar on live- 
stock slaughter quotas. The 
Office of Price Stabilization 
says quotas are necessary to 
block meat black markets. Crit- 
ics contend the program en- 
courages .black markets. Bills 
already have been introduced 


in the Senate and the House to 


eliminate the quotas bar. 

2. Drastically overhauling a 
provision that permits price 
rollbacks on non-farm commod- 
ities to pre-Korean war levels

MILITARY CHIEFS 
PLAN MORE MEN 
AND BILLIONS 10 
~BOLSTERDEFENSE 


Army Intends to Call Up 
430,000, House Group 
Is Told—Present $60,- 


clared Inadequate. 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP)— 
Military chiefs have told Con- 
gress the Army alone plans to 
call up at least 430,000 men with- 
in the next 12 months and that 
they plan to add billions to this 
year’s 
budget. 

The new men will replace oth- 
ers, mostly reservists, who will 
be released. 


This was disclosed in testimony 
before a House Military Appro- 
priations subcommittee. Their 
views, given secretly in recent 
weeks, were released late yester- 
day after the record was censored 
for security reasons. 


Pace’s Estimate of Needs 


Army Secretary Pace said the 
60 billion dollar budget doesn’t 
include anything for replacements 
in Korea or troops in Japan or 
Germany, because these amounts 
can’t be fixed yet. 

If war continues in Korea, an- 
other $7,000,000,000 will be 
needed for that, he said. And 
even if peace comes, the Army 
will need several billions more. 
The Navy and the Air Force also 
presumably will seek extra bil- 


g, |lions—especially the Air Force, 


with talk of jumping from 95 
groups to 150. 


500,000,000 proposed for foreign 
aid and $4,500,000,000 for military 
construction in the United States 
and overseas. 


Source of New Troops. 


The 430,000 new men will come 
from the National Guard, draft 
or reserves. Actually about 630,- 
000 will be eligible to leave mil- 
itary service during 1952, because 
their enlistments or active duty 
tours expire, but about 200,000 
of these are expected to choose 
to remain in service, 

However, these figures apply 
only to the present military man- 
power goal of 3,500,000. President 
Truman told Congress last week 


this goal may be raised to meet 
the threat of Russian conquest 
and “blackmail.” At any rate, 
plans are to call up only reserve 
officers—no enlisted reserves. 


Military witnesses disclosed 
that the new Patton medium-gun 
tank has — an 18 to 1 margin 
of knockouts over the Russian 
T-34 in direct tank versus tank 
action in Korea. The largest 
single item in the Army budget 


light tank, just getting into pro- 
duction, can fire accurately while 
still rolling—something new. 


Fund for Guided Missiles. 


It was disclosed that the Army 
budget includes $400,000,000 to 
speed actual production of the 
first guided missiles for its 
armament chest. Until now these 
secret superweapons have been 
developéd for experimental pur- 
poses only. Most guided missiles 
are rocket-powered shells which 
can be steered directly to their 
target by radio from some dis- 
tance away. 

Broad military strategy is to 
take a “calculated risk” of con- 
centrating now on weapons and 
supplies rather than on the num- 
ber of men in uniform. More 
than 45 per cent of the budget is 
earmarked for what the military 
calls “hardware.” 

The military witnesses said the 
Army hopes to reduce the pack- 
load of the footsoldier by. 65 per 
cent by using lighter weight ma- 
terials, 4 

Guarded references to other 
new weapons disclosed an anti- 
tank mine more difficult for the 
enemy to locate; a new locator to 
search out enemy mortars and 
place fire on them; a “recovery 
tank” especially designed to go 
out on the battlefield and bring 
back a disabled tank; and a new 
amphibious cargo carrier which 
“floats and swims.” The cost of 
the carZo carrier — $172,000 — 
made the lawmakers gasp.

Kriz promised immediate action 
if sewer openings in the new 
Parkway Gardens subdivision in 
southwest St. Louis, in which the 
Clifford home is located, prove to 
be wider than the uormal seven 
inches. 

The boy, son of Patrolman and 
Mrs. . William M. Clifford, 6100 
Archwood lane, pitched headlong 
into the sewer after he fell from 
tricycle... He was pulled out 
by Robert Meyers, 6101 Arch- 
wood. Meyers ran across the 
street to support the child, who 
was standing waist deep in water, 
until help could be summoned. 

Young Clifford landed head 
first in 13 inches of water after 
he rolled through a curb opening 
10 inches wide and three feet 
long. Patrolman Clifford said he 
has urged the city previously to 
place protective bars across open 
sewers in the neighborhood. 

Clifford visited Kriz today to 
renew his request, pointing out 
that sewer openings in the neigh- 
borhood are from nine to 10 
inches wide. Residents of Park- 
way Gardens said they will peti- 
tion the city to place bars across 
the large sewer openings in the 
subdivision. 6

British Shut Off Pumps 
at Big Plant Because 
Storage Tanks Are Full 
—London Mission Ex- 
pected Soon. 


ABADAN, Iran, July 31 (UP)}— 
The biggest oil refinery in the 
world—the Abadan plant of the 
Anglo-Iranian Oil Co.—closed 
down this morning. 

A British engineer switched off 
three giant pumps, bringing the 
huge refinery to a standstill, and 
making some 12,000 native work- 


ers idle. 

The shutdown came as United 
States roving Ambassador W. 
Averell Harriman returned to 
Tehran, the capital, to try to speed 
up new British-Iranian talks on 
settlement of the bitter oil dis- 
pute. A British commission head- 
ed by Lord Privy Seal Richard 
Stokes will fly to Iran shortly to 
discuss a settlement. 


Iranian Praises Harriman. 


Iranian Deputy Prime Minister 
Hussein Fatemi predicted at the 
end of a meeting of the Iranian 
Cabinet and the joint Iranian oil 
board today that the British com- 
mission would arrive in Tehran 
by the end of this week. 

Following the high-level meet- 
ing, Premier Mohammed Mossa- 
degh went to dine with Harriman 
and talk over final arrangements 
for the negotiations. 

“We are very optimistic,” Fate- 
mi said. “The Iranian Govern- 
ment has accepted Stokes as head 
of the British negotiation delega- 
tion. 

“Harriman’s sincere and friend- 
ly efforts have brought results 
that surpassed the most optimis- 
tic expectations.” 


Martial Law Extended. 


Meanwhile, the Iranian Parlia- 
ment extended martial law in the 
Khuzistan province oil fields for 
two months. 

The closing of the refinery was 
not a hostile move by either side 
in the dispute but s done be- 
cause the huge ‘storage tanks at 
the plant were filled. There are 
no tankers to carry away their 
oil because the British ship cap- 
tains refuse to recognize Iranian 
nationalization of the oil.

WASHINGTON, July 31 (UP)— 
The Department of Labor report- 
ed today that 190,000 workers 
went out on strike in June, caus- 
ing a loss of 1,600,000 man-days. 

This was 40;000 more than those 
involved in work stoppages start- 
ing in May, but the man-days lost 
declined by 150,000. There were 
375 new strikes in June, compared 
with 400 in May. 

The department’s Bureau of -La- 
bor statistics said the biggest 
strikes last month involved AFI. 
ladies’ garment workers in four

DN LEAN PORK LOIND 


Most Chops and Roasts to 
Cost From 5 to 6 Cents 
More a Pound.

WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP)— 
The Office of Price Stabilization 
last night issued new price ceil- 
ings on lean pork-and said the 
changes will raise most pork chop 
and roast prices at the meat 
counter by five or six cents a 
pound. | 

Higher prices were granted to 
slaughterers, OPS said, on pork 


loins weighing 16 pounds or less, 
because the price of lightweight 
hogs producing the lean meat 


risen “substantially” since Janu- 
ary. The price of loins had been 
frozen at the January level. 

The butcher shop price rise may 
vary from three to nine cents a 
pound, OPS said, as retailers will 
be empowered only to pass on 
to customers higher prices 
charged by slaughterers. 

The regulation fixes a maxi- 
mum ceiling of 52 cents a pound 
for loins delivered in Chicago by 
a seller who slaughters the hog 
or cuts the loin from a dressed 
hog he bought. 

The price varies slightly

PARIS, July 31 (AP) — The 
French News Agency reported 
that the governor of South Viet 
Nam and the®French general com- 
manding ground forces in the 
area were assassinated today at 
Sadec, Indochina. 

Gov. Thai Lap Thanh and 
French Gen, Charles Chanson 
were killed bya grenade exploded 
by a “death volunteer” of the 
Communist-led Viet Minh guerril- 
la forces, the report said. 

The two officials were making 
an inspection tour of the Sadec 
area, about 60 miles south of 
Saigon, when the attack was made. 

The assassin, said to be about 
25 years old, also was killed by 
the grenade blast. The agency 
said he was a member of a sui- 
cide group.

The military budget bill is set 
for House consideration next week. 

Coudert said the amendment is 
necessary because of announced

end of this year. This, he said, is 
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double the number that Congress 
was told in February would be 
sent to Europe as part of Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower's Atlantic 
Pact forces. .

JEFFERSON CITY, July 31— 
Carl W. Brown, ousted chief engi- 
neer of the State Highway De- 
partment, told members of the 
special legislative commission in- 
vestiga highway matters to- 
day that he had been deliberately 
undermined by those seeking to 
have him removed. 

In a brief statement to the com- 
mission, Bronw said he had held 
office under five different gover- 
nors. At the beginning of the ad- 
ministration of each of the first 
four, he said, he had been told 
that the responsability for con- 
ducting the highway department 
was his and that there would be 
no interference or change. 

“No such assurance was forth- 
coming at the beginning of the 
current administration (of Forrest 
Smith) and I have never known 
just where I stood,” Brown said. 

Undermined in Job. 

Brown said several members of 
the highway commission had 
stated he had lost his adminis- 
trative grip and control. “Per- 
haps there was some truth in 
that charge but, if so, it can be 
attribuated to the fact that I was 
being deliberately undermined by 
those seeking to have me re- 
moved. 

“Pertinent facts concerning the 
operation of the department were 
withheld from me. Verbal orders 
from the chairman were’ given 
my subordinates through the com- 
mission’s secretary. How could I 
be expected to retain my admin- 
istrative control when I was by- 
passed as to what was going on 
in a department of which I was 
the head” 

Earlier the commission was in- 


formed that highway with Gov. 


members discussed with Gov. 
Smith their plans for removal of 
Brown “as a matter of policy” at 
intervals for about a year. 

The commissioners were told 
by the Governor, it was testified, 
to take precautions not to jeop- 
ardize Smith’s legislative program 
for additional highway revenues, 
through proposed gasoline tax and 
truck fee increases. 

Smith, who denied to reporters 
recently that he had discussed 
the ouster of Brown with the 
commission, was quoted as telling 
the commissioners about three 
weeks ago that the removal of 
Brown “was a matter for the com- 
mission and not for his office.” 
Commission members are ap- 
pointed by the Governor. 

Summarily Fired. 


Brown, chief engineer since 
1937 and nationally known as a 
_ road builder, was summarily fired 
by the Commission July 23. This 
action was taken one week after 
Brown told the special legislative 
group, of which he was an ex- 
officio member, that he had con- 
fidential information he would be 
removed as chief engineer, and 
therefore would not supervise the 
proposed $532,000,000 10-year pro- 
gram of state highway construc- 
tion. 

Rex M. Whitten of Jefferson 
City, former chief of maintenance 
for the State Highway Depart- 
ment, immediately was appointed 
as successor to Brown as chief 
engineer, 

The hearing yesterday for ques- 
tioning of the Highway Commis- 
sion members on policies, devel- 
oped some conflicts in testimony 
as to whether any more shake- 
ups in the department staff are 
planned, and controversy between 
the. legislative group members 
over the question of whether “this 
political manipulation is going to 
continue.”

Sale of the McDonnell Aireraft 
Corp. plant at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field to the McDonnell company 
for $9,373,093 was approved. yes- 
terday by the Municipal Airport 
Commission. Mayor Joseph M. 
Darst said he would call a special 
meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men in August to take the matter 
up for final action. 


The sale price includes, in ad- 
dition to the 48 acres occupied by 
the plant, a tract of 33 acres be- 
tween it and the American Air- 
lines hangar to the southwest. 
Walter J. Burtelow, chairman of 
a special committee which han- 
died negotiations for the sale, said 
James S. McDonnell, president of 
the company, insisted the addi- 
tional ground was urgently need- 
ed for expansion. 


The company was also given an 
option to bry 28.7 acres more 
within the next year for $3500 an 
acre. This land is beyond a run- 
way which extends past the Mc- 
Donnell plant, and is also wanted 
for expansion purposes. 


Approved by Firm’s Directors. 


Burtelow said the proposed 
agreement, except for minor 
changes made yesterday by the 
commission, was approved by the 
McDonnell board of directors on 
‘uly 17. Approval by a two-thirds 
vote of the Board of Aldermen 
will be necessary before the 
transaction is completed. 


The company has reserved the 
right to cancel the agreement to 
buy the plant if it is not able to 
get a certificate of necessity which 
would permit it to deduct a major 
portion of the cost from tax pay- 
ments. If this is not forthcom- 
ing the firm would pay a penalty 
of $50,000, to be deducted from a 
$1,000,000 check which is to be 
delivered to the city tomorrow as 
a down payment. The remainder 
of the purchase price is to be 
paid over a 10-year period. 


Comptroller Milton Carpenter 
registered the only objéction to 
terms of the sale. He contended 
the city should not permit an 
agreement for use of the airport 
to be transferred by McDonnell 
to anyone else in event the plant 
is subsequently sold. Carpenter 
said any subsequent purchaser 
should have to reach his own 


agreement with the city for use 


of the airport. 
Burtelow and. others at the 


make it almost impossible for 
McDonnell to .obtain financing 
needed for expansion. The sale 
agreement, including the use 
agreement, was approved over 
Carpenter’s objections. 

Mayor Joseph M. Darst, who 
recomme io the meeting that 
the agreement be approved, said 
the money obtained from the sale 
should te earmarked for comple- 
tion of Lambert-St. Louis Field’s 
expansion and for other airport 
uses. The money will, among 
other things, enabie the city to.

Burtelow and the Mayor said 
that approval by the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration and the 
airlines using the field had been 
obtained in drawing up the agree- 
ments. Civil Aeronautics Admin- 
istration approval would have to 
be approved before new buildings 
could be constructed by McDon- 
nell in order to prevent interfer- 
ence with flight operations. 

Under terms of the use agree- 
ment, McDonnell would be limited 
to flight operations not exceeding 
20 per cent of the capacity of the 
field, when use greater than this 
would interfere with normal flight 
operations.

Based on Income Levies Due | 


U.S. From 1931 Through

A federal income tax lien of 
$587,770 against property of Frank , 
H. Niehaus, undertaker and ma- | 
company officer, who was 
sentenced to six years in prison 
and fined $20,000 for income tax | 
evasion, was filed today in St. . 
Louis and Clayton. 

The lien, filed by the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue, was based on 
taxes due for the years 1931 
through 1946. Amounts varied 
from year to year, ranging from. 
$4253 in 1946 to $105,582 in 1945. 

Niehaus’s sentence earlier this 
month was on his plea of guilty 
of evasion of $52,697 in income 
taxes for 1944 and 1945. He paid 


a total of only $15,973 taxes in - 


those years, when he should have 
paid $68,670. In passing sentence, 
United States District Judge 
George H. Moore called it “the | 
worst income tax case that has 
come to my attention.” 

Taxes owed by Niehaus for 
those two years, as shown by the 
lien, amounted to $189.931. 

Assistant United States Attor- 
ney W. J. Costello reported Nie- 
haus had worked out a scheme to 
evade taxes which was “so well 
planned and executed that during 
the years 1931 to 1946 he was 
examined eight times by agents 
of the Internal Revenue Bureau 
without being discovered.” 

Niehaus, 53 years old, has been 
in the undertaking business since 
1918. He is president and a major 
stockholder of the Lehmann Ma- 
chine Co., 3560 Chouteau avenue. 
He lives at Ladue and Mosley 
roads, Creve Coeur. 

Judge Moore yesterday over- 
ruled motions to allow Niehaus 
to withdraw his plea of guilty, to 
reduce the sentence or to grant 
probation. He had asked for pro- 
bation on the assertion that he 
had “led an unblemished life

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: Man Arrested After 7 Children 
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. after seven children, ranging in 
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Missives Bear Identifications in Chinese, 
French and English —- One Mentions 
Good Food and. Treatment. 


Two St. Louis soldiers, both 
reported missing in action in 
Korea since last November, have 
written home saying that they are 
prisoners of war in North Korea, 
their families disclosed today. 

One of the letters was signed 
by Cpl. James H. Shartzer Jr., 
1714A North Twentieth street, the 
other by Cpl. Amos McClure, a 
Negro, son of Mrs. Marie Mc- 
Clure Harris, 2708 Dayton street. 
Both were delivered in St. Louis 
yesterday. ' 

The letters were itten . in 
pencil on coarse, grayish paper. 
The envelopes were addressed by 
typewriter. They bore Chinese 
Symbols meaning “prisoners’ 
mail’; the French words, “service 
des prisonniers de guerre,” and 
the notification, stamped in red, 
“Via the Chinese People’s Com- 
mittee ‘for World Peace and 
Against American Aggression, Pe- 
king, China.” They were post- 
marked Canton. 


Shartzer, who is 19 years old, 


wrote: “I am now a p.o.w. of ‘the 
Chinese Volunteer Army and the 
Korean People’s Army. Mon, ‘tell 
everyone not to worry about me, 
because I am being treated very 
good and the food is very good.” 


He asked his family not to 


‘worry about him, because he was 
“in very good hands.” He added 


that “the Chinese said just as 
soon as the war is over we will 
be sent back home.” He closed 
with a request for “a package— 
plenty of cigarettes, candy, pas- 
tries, canned goods and peanut 
butter.” His letter was dated 
Feb, 11. 

McClure, 21, whose letter was 
not dated, wrote: “I am a p.o.w, 
and have been one for almost 
three months now. I don’t get the 
best of food, but I get enough. 
I am in the hands of the People’s 
Army of Korea, 

“I want you to write to Con- 
gress to try and stop the Korean 
war so I can get home soon.”

CHICAGO, July 31—Gov. Ad- 
lai Stevenson of [Illinois has 
signed a bill to’ permit publica- 
tion of the names of persons re- 
ceiving public assistance from 
joint state and federal relief pro- 


ams. 

This includes dependent chil- 
dren, the aged, the blind and the 
disabled. The bill is aimed at dis- 
couraging relief chiselers. 

It will not go into effect until 
Congress has repealed a section 
of the Social Security Act provid- 
ing that such information be kept 
secret. Legislation to lift this fe 
eral bar ha’ been passed by the 
Senaté. 

The new Illinois law provides 


with names, addresses and 
amounts, be open to public in- 
spection. 

It also requires that use of these 
reports be subject to regulations 
of the Illinois Public Aid Com- 
mission, to protect honest relief 
clients. 

Stevenson recently signed a 
similar law applying only to the 
general relief program. This type 
of assistance operates without use 
of federal funds, so the state wa 


free to make its own rules. 

Revelations of relief fraud in 
many parts of the country led to 
efforts by several states to end 
the secrecy that protects chisel- 
ers from exposure. 

Tennessee published a list of 
relief chiselers that revealed that 
even members of “‘social-register” 
families were taking public as- 
sistance. 

Indiana passed a law opening 
up its blind, aged, disabled and 
dependent children rolls, also de- 
fying the federal prohibition. 
Alabama, Georgia, Florida and 
Oklahoma are among other states 
backing the anti-secrecy drive.

New Atomic “Breeder.” 


These disclosures were made in 
the commission’s tenth semi-an- 
nual report to Congress and at 
a briefing for newspaper men. 
Other disclosures inc!uded: 

1. The world’s first atomic 
“breeder”—a machine theoreti- 
cally capable of producing more 
atomic fuel than it consmues 
while at the same time liberat- 
ing useful ‘electric energy—has 
been completed at Arco, Idaho. 
It will go into operation ‘in 
two or three weeks. It will be 
months, however, before it can 
be determined whether it ac- 
tually “breeds” new fuel. If it 
does, United States atomic re- 
sources automatically will be 
increased 100-fold. 

2. The AEC is “not quite 
ready” to disclose when and 
where the new atomic tests will 
be held. It came close to con- 
firming that last winter’s tests 
in Nevada were of compact war- 
heads for tactical weapons such 
as artillery shells, guided mis- 
siles, and torpedoes, or for com- 
paratively small a-bombs to be 
delivered by light planes. 

Dean said the really “big 
bangs” are tested as far away 
from people as possible—at the 
Eniwetok proving ground in 
the Pacific, for example. Wea- 
pons with smalller energy re- 
lease can be tested “closer” to 
people—as at the Nevada prov- 
ing ground. 

3. Future tests may be held 
at other proving grounds yet to 
be established. Dean. said that 
“every part of the world” has 
been considered -at one time 
or another. This raised the 
possibility of a test designed to 
give the world an impressive 
display of United States atomic 
might. 

Dean would not, however, dis- 
cuss any “psychological warfare” 
maneuvers. Nor would he con- 
firm or deny reports that an 
Aleutians islands test, near Rus- 
sia, had been scheduled but later

stood, was to have been an under-

Weapons Storage Sites. 

Word of the new storage sites 
came out at the briefing of news- 
papermen. A reporter noted a 
statement in the report that “de- 
velopment of new facilities for 
weapons purposes proceeded (in 
the first six months of this year) 
and announcements were made of 
some of the sites.” 

Dean said the AEC had already 
announced the location of sites 
for “production,” but added: “We 
don’t announce where we store

soon this country expects to be 
propeling submarines and air- 
craft with splitting atoms. 

But it reported that actual de- 
velopment of atomic aircraft en- 
gines — by the General Electric 
Co. — has “advanced” in the 
last six months. It said “the 
theoretical feasibility of nuclear- 
powered flight” has definitely 
been established. 

Atomic engines in theory could 
drive airplanes many times 
around the globe without refuel- 
ing. Because they would not re- 
quire oxygen or any conventional 
fuels, they could fly at tremen- 
dous speed at heights not now at- 
tainable. 

The atomic airplane is, how- 
ever, “very much behind” the 
atomic submarine, according to 
Dr. Lawrence R. Hafstad, head 
of the AEC’s reactor division. 
One atomic submarine engine is 
under construction at the Arco 
reactor station and design of a 
second is far advanced. But Haf- 
stad was vague as to when they 
will be completed and said he 
intended to become “vaguer and 
vaguer” as the completion date 
approaches. 

Navy Building Hull. 

Navy sources have predicted 
that the first atomic submarine 
will be undergoing tests by June 
or July of 1953. The Navy is 
now building a hull, to cost $29,- 
500,000, for the first atomic sub- 
marine. Like the atomic air- 
plane, it would have a range im- 
possible to attain with conven- 
tional engines and fuels. 

Its underwater cruising range, 
according to navy experts, would 
be limited only by its capacity for 
the oxygen, food and other sup- 
plies that would be required by 
the crew. 

Summing up labors of the last 
six months on atomic engines, 
Hafstad said: “We are certainly 
making progress in the problem 
of providing nuclear-powered subs 
and nuclear-powered airplanes.” 

There was no mention in the 
report to Congress of how things

While there is no doubt that 
the rebels in Indochina are Com- 
munist-led, he said, “it is also 
true that the French imposed on 
that area one of the most vicious 
colonial systems in all history.” 

“If any power had done to us 
what the French have done to the 
people of Indochina,” Douglas 
said, “‘we would produce the most 
glorious revolution the world ever 
witnessed.” 

U.S. Error in Korea. 

He said the United States erred 
in Korea by crossing the thirty- 
eighth parallel. 

“It was perfectly plain that 
China would enter the war if we 
pressed our claims above the thir- 
ty-eighth parallel. That was the 
time to call a halt, save the lives 
of our men, and reach for a po- 
litical settlement of Korea’s prob- 
lems.” 

If India were swept into the So- 
viet orbit, Douglas said, America 
“would then stand alone without 
allies” and “it might then be too 
late to win even a war.” 

He concluded: “The appalling 
fact is that we are nearer to that 
tragedy than our people realize. 
We are indeed on the verge of 
that disaster. Our insecurity is 
not Russian armed might. Our 
insecurity is our political bank- 
ruptcy in influencing Asia’s des- 
tiny. 

“Communism is winning Asia 
by default. We have been ren- 
dered largely impotent because 
we have become victims of mili- 
tary thinking.” 

The magazine noted that this 
was the “private opinion” of Jus- 
tice Douglas. At present the jur- 
ist is in India on his third trip to 
the Middle and Far East.

Dwight D. Eisenhower for the 
Democratic nomination, as did 
Senator Douglas. In backing Eis- 
enhower,: Arvey did not endear 
himself to Truman, who undoubt- 
edly finds this sort of aberration 
even less excusable in a machine 
politician than in a .man_ like 
Douglas. 

Moreover, Arvey’s hold on the 
Chicago machine has slipped bad- 


ly since the Democrats took a 
beating in 1950. Now, | js 
most seriously challenged in his 
own bailiwick. His challenger is 
ward leader Thomas D. .Nash, 
nephew of a former Demoeratic 
boss, who hankers to inherit the 
political throne his uncle once oc- 
cupied.

Early in 1949, the Wortmans, Dowlings and 
Smiths, the Vitales and the Giardanos were 
mighty cocky. They strutted the streets with a 
new jauntiness. Their goose was hanging high, 
or so they thought. . 

Forrest Smith was the new governor of Mis- 
souri, and he had just taken over in Jefferson 
City’s Executive Mansion. Soon the green light 
would flash for the gambling gentry all over 
the state, they felt, especially in St. Louis where 
the pickings would be really rich. : 

The “boys” had made their plans. They be- 
lieved they were about to be paid off for 
campaign contributions. The size of the pay- 
off, they felt, would depend on their own in- 
genuity. So they got together and divided the 
state into “territories.” They were against juris- 
dictional gunfights at the very outset. They 
were not going to let old-time gangster tech- 
niques reduce the expected dividends. This 
time, they were going to be really businesslike. 
So, in St. Louis, they looked over the taverns 
and the empty stores and the more likely 
second-floor locations downtown.

Outstate, some of the gamblers jumped the 
gun. Slot machines began to multiply in Inde- 
pendence, in Jasper County, in Joplin, in 
Buchanan County, in Excelsior Springs—to men- 
tion some of the places in which Post-Dispatch 
reporters saw the one-armed bandits. 

Well, Chatlie Binaggio was saying in Kansas 
City: “It’s in the bag.” He sat in on the Demo-. 
cratic caucus as the new Legislature was being 
organized. He dropped in on the Governor to 
discuss the most likely fishing spots. He was 
buttonholing State Senator Jellyroll Hogan of 
St. Louis. Sure, the “boys” believed it was in 
the bag. 

But the people of Missouri—and especially 
the people of St. Louis—did not want to see the 
hoodlums and the gangsters back in business.

Maybe the Holzhausen operation was not very 
sensational.

There was a fairly dramatic test 
when Jellyroll Hogan pressed for the reinstate- 
ment of a former police officer, Joseph L. 
Mathews. The Senator was persuasive enough 
with some Police Board members, and it looked 
for a while as though he might have his way. 
That might have been the awaited sign. 

But Col. Holzhausen said “No.” And the whole 
Police Board echoed his “No.” And the Wort- 
mans and the Dowlings and the Vitales knew 
that the green light was not going to shine. 

All that was back in 1949. Now Col. Holz- 
hausen is dead. His job is vacant. As the 
gamblers see it, that job could now be filled 
by a man less averse to giving them their 
signal.

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Votes on Public Housing 

The House has declined to approve the recom- 
mendation of a Senate-Housé Conference Com- 
mittee for 50,000 public housing starts in the 
current fiscal gear, an action that many Mis- 
souri and Illinois voters may want to remember 
at the next election.

Still Six Divisions 

How far should military leaders go in trying 
to placate political opposition to their recom- 
mendations? 

The question arises from the confusion sur- 
rounding Secretary of Defense Marshall’s state- 
ments to Congress on the number of troops 
to be sent to Europe. 

In February, when the “great debate” was in 
full swing, Secretary Marshall told the Senate 
Armed Forces and Foreign Relations Commit- 
tees that plans called for maintaining “six 
divisions of ground forces” in Europe. Question- 
ing developed that the total of ground forces 
would be about 200,000 and that air and sea 
personnel might bring the over-all total to 
250,000. 

Last week, Secretary Marshall mentioned 
before the Senate Appropriations Committee 
that the over-all total will be 400,000. Explain- 
ing the discrepancy, he says plans still call for 
six divisions of combat troops, and that the 
balance is accounted for by necessary supply 
and supporting troops. 

Unfortunately, Secretary Marshall did not 
make this fully clear in February. He was 


extremely reluctant to publicize our military | 


plans at all, and his statement tended to 
minimize the extent of our contribution to 
Europe’s defense. Some confusion was bound 
to result, and there will no doubt be charges 
of insincerity. 

One is reminded of Gen. Bradley’s state- 
ment, at the time the Atlantic Pact was up for 
Senate ratification, that no American troops 
would be required for European defense. Cir- 
cumstances later made it clear that American 
troops are most definitely required, but Senator 
Taft used the original Bradley statement freely 
in the “great debate.” 

These two examples suggest that our military 
leaders might be well advised to avoid state- 
ments which can be construed as commitments 
to Congress. Their function, after all, is to 
advise their Commander-in-Chief, and it is his 
function to advise Congress. To decide basic 
policy is the joint responsibility of Congress 
and the President.

With a Senate investigation into the activities 
of James P. Finnegan, former collector of in- 
ternal revenue in St. Louis, virtually assured, 
Representative Cecil R. King (Dem.), Cali- 
fornia, now says that a House subcommittee 
also will have a look at how federal taxes have 
been collected here and elsewhere.

Aid to Spain, Historic Blunder 


HE reaction from capitals throughout the world makes it look 
as though the hasty deal with Spain may in the longer per- 
spective of history be judged a foreign policy blunder of the 
first order. ‘Such a judgment would be based not on ideologies or 
ideals but solely on a realistic estimate of gains and losses meas- 


ured in terms of strength. 


In return for some Spanish 
geography — ports and, perhaps 
later, air bases — the United 
States, acting outside the North 
Atlantic Al- 
liance, will fur- 
nish Spain with 
arms, equip- 
ment and train- 
ing. The strain 
on American re- 
sources, already 
great, will thus 
be increased. 

Whether _ this 
adds any 
rit . ae 
position of the

face of the Communist threat is 
highly debatable. The corruption 
and chaos behind the facade of 
the Franco dictatorship raises 
serious doubts as to the effective- 
ness of the Spanish army.

MELODICALLY LUSH 


Beautiful Balfe Score! Well 
Sung by Municipal Opera 
Cast; Archaic Book.

Municipal Opera fell back last 
night on the oldest work in the 
light repertory, Michael Balfe’s 
108-year-old “The Bohemian 
Gir),” for its eighth production 
of the season, and it proved 
itself still one of the greatest, 
musically, with its rich flood of 
| melody sung by a vocally compe- 
tent cast. Balfe was not stingy 
with his tunes. He decorated 
them with flourishes, trills, ca- 
denzas and like rococo ornamen- 
tation, but his melodic gift was 
close to grand opera in its opu- 


nce. 
It is nice that there’s such an 
abundance musically, because, to 
audiences even as conservative 
as Muny Opera’s, the venerable 
libretto by Alfred Bunn is 60 
archaic that it is only to be tol- 
erated.

“The 
Bohemian Girl’ is a comic opera, 
so called because, while roman- 
tically serious, its music is light- 
er and it has some spoken dia- 
logue—I should judge about 15 
per cent. The role of the court 
fop, Florenstein, allows some epi- 
cene antics, but otherwise it is 
cene antics, but otherwise it 
is “comic” only unintentionally. 
There is a credit for editing in 
the program, but it must have been 
slight, judging from the “fains” 
and “thees” in the dialogue and 
lyrics, the still stilted language.

NEW YORK, July 31.—The Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis reported today that 1951 
is a “mild” poliomyelitis year so

year in history. 

However, Dr. Hart Van Riper, 
wa foundation’s medical director, 


warned that the disease’s heavy 
season is approaching. At least 
two plague spots have appeared: 
one in Shreveport, La., and one 
in Colorado.

population 200,000 — 140 cases

Douglas Dispute Would Amuse Old Ben 


He can do that today, since his- 
tory only repeats itself. So it 
is appropriate to bring him back 
across the years and stand him 
up before us in 
a widely pwbli- 
cized wrangle of 
this time — 
namely, the dis- 
pute between 
President Tru- 
man and Sena- 
tor Douglas 
(Dem.), Illinois, 
over two Illinois 
federal judge- 
ships. 

This Leela 
come, a 
cause celebre, not only because of 
the eminence of the disputants, 
but also because it has become 
the subject of long-winded dis- 
cussions among many not directly 
involved as to the best way to 
pick judges. 

Ben Franklin had some ob- 
servations that are pertinent and 
as fresh as today’s newspapers 
because of Senator Douglas’s poll 
of lawyers in preparing his case 
against the President. We go 
back to June 5, 1787, when the 
gentlemen of the convention were 
discussing methods for choosing 
federal judges—or “national” 
judges, as they were then called. 


Dr. Franklin’s Observation. 


We will rely upon the “notes” 
of James Madison, that gifted re- 
porter with the poker-faced style, 
as follows: 

“Dr. Franklin observed that 
two methods of choosing the 
judges has been mentioned, to 
wit, by the legislature and by the 
executive. He wished such other 
methods to be suggested as might 
occur to other gentlemen, it being 
part of government. He would 
mention one which he understood 
was practiced in Scotland. 

“He then in a brief and enter- 
taining manner stated the Scot- 
tish mode, in which the nomina- 
tions proceeded from the lawyers, 
who always selected the ablest of 
the profession in order to get rid 
of him and share the practice 
among themselves. It was, he 
said, to the interest of the elec- 
tors to make the best choice, 
which should always be the case, 
if possible.” 

For calling attention to this in- 
cident, this reporter is indebted 
to an old friend and philosopher 
of today who is 86 years young 
though he likes to speak of him- 
self, with perhaps pardonable 
egotistic condescension, as “an 
ancient.” He keeps this reporter 
up to date on Ben Franklin and 
many another “modern” of long 
ago, and on chapters of our his- 
tory that might have happened 
yesterday — or may happen to- 
morrow. 

This falls into that category.

contributor and presidential ac- 
quaintance named James B. Mc- 
Cahey, but there has never been 
any doubt that Harrington is a 
Nash man, 

When Truman disregarded the 
unwritten law that Senators 
should have the right to propose 
federal judges in their states, and 
sent Harrington’s name to the 
Senate, he was serving notice that 
he was backing Nash against 


Arvey. . 

No doubt Truman had his 
personal reasons for this public 
slapping of Douglas and Arvey. 
Truman has never liked Douglas. 
whom some of those in the White 
House entourage are fond of de- 
scribing as a “damned intellec- 
tual.” He has liked Douglas even 
less since his part in the RFC in- 
vestigation, and since Douglas 
called for Eisenhower's nomina- 
tion on both tickets. It must have 
given Truman pleasure to slap 
back at two men who had left him 
for Eisenhower in 1948. 

But it would be naive to sup- 
pose that Truman, a professional 
politician to his fingertips, was 
swayed entirely by personal pique, 
for Truman*cannot be sure that 
Douglas and Arvey will not again 
leave the Truman reservation in 
1952. 

Whatever the immediate conse- 
quences of the judgeship row, 
Truman can now expect to have 
the full support of the powerful 
Nash forces at the 1952 convention. 
Obviously, Truman would hardly 
have backed Nash so openly un- 
less he considered Arvey a waning 
and Nash a rising power —and 
Truman may be right. 

For these reasons, perhaps even 
more than Truman’s remark to 
Senator Hennings, Truman’s part 
in the Illinois judgeship fight says 
a great deal about his intentions 
for 1952.

Frick said that. baseball im- 
mortal Ty Cobb’s. suggested long 
term contract as a substitute for 
the reserve clause would not 
work.

“In 16 years,” Frick said, “I 
never have heard a single player 
complain about the reserve 
clause.

The infamous St. Valentine's 
day massacre of Feb. 14, 1929, 
was an example of how Capone 
dealt with opposition. 
however, Capone was cut down by 
Uncle Sam on an income-tax eva- 
sion charge and was sent to 
prison. 

Frank Nitti succeeded him, but 
in 1943, facing prosecution on an 
extortion charge, Nitti was found 
dead under circumstances indi- 
cating that he had committed sui- 
cide. Since then, the mob, known 
to this day as the Capone syndi- 
cate—has been run pretty much 
by a “corporation,” in which Gu- 
zik, Ricca and: Accardo wield 
great influence. 

Although the Capone and other 
mobs, in the process of getting 
rich on the wire service, “policy 
wheels” and similar “quiet” rack- 
ets, have soft-pedaled bloodshed, 
the undertone of violence still is 
there. A brutal example ‘was the 
murder in September, 1950—=still 
unsolved—of former Police Lt. 
Drury before he could appear as 
a witness before our committee.

WAVE of‘ suspensions and

I remarked to him, “People 
don’t understand how you got 
hold of all that money.” Where- 
upon, the captain began explain- 
ing to us all the details of his 
badge-to-riches story.

His income tax returns also 
showed annual winnings on wa- 
gers.

In Chicago, too, we gathered 
evidence of a disturbing phenom- 
enon that we found repeated in 
other large cities: The active par- 
ticipation in gang affairs by a 
certain element of lawyers, ac- 
countants and tax consultants. 

One fascinating story. into which 
the committee delved was the net 
of strange circumstances  sur- 
rounding the parole from the fed- 
eral penitentiary at Leavenworth 
of three Capone syndicate gang- 
sters, Paul Ricca, Louis Campagna 
and Charles (Cherry Nose) Gioe, 
alias Joye. 

The three, along with a pack 
of other Chicago, New York and 
West Coast mobsters, were sent 
to the penitentiary in 1943 to 
serve 10-year sentences on con- 
viction of conspiracy to extort 
huge sums from the movie indus- 
try by threatening to call a strike 
of a gangster-controlled union. 
After Ricca, Campagna and Gioe 
had served* only about one-third 
of their sentences, efforts to se- 
iy their paroles were success- 
ul, 


However, Ricca and Campagna 
also were in trouble with the fed- 
eral government on charges of in- 
come tax evasion. The claims had 
to be settled before the gang- 
sters could be paroled. At this 
point, the mob stepped in, and 
there ensued events as strange 
as in a dime novel, 


The attorney called in to settle 
the tax case was Eugene Bern- 
stein. Many years ago, Bernstein 
had been with the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau. When he obtained 
his law license and left the bu- 
reau, he specialized in tax cases. 
He accumulated a list of clients 
that read like the blue book of 
the Capone syndicate. 

With information obtained with 
Tony Accardo’s help, he was able 
to effect a settlement with the 
government, Campagna’s case 
was settled for $90,371.49; Ric- 
ca’s, for $36,146.50 and accumu- 
lated interest brought the total 
two cases to 
approximately $190,000. This was 
approximately $322,000 less ‘than 
the original deficiency claims.

Paul Douglas of Illinois Is Fighting Quaker, Fair Dealer Who Aroused Truman's Ire

6é¢ y ACK is brainy all right,” 

J sou often hear said, “but 

he sure is dull.” Or else, 
“Jim’s a sliek talker, but he lacks 
experience and judgment.” Or 
yet again, “Joe’s heart is in the 
right place, but he’s scared to 
stand up and fight for his con- 
victions.” 


Paul Howard Douglas, the 59- 
year-old Chicago economics pro- 
fessor whom Washington corre- 
spondents have just named 
America’s best Senator, defies 
these patterns of personality and 
background that entrap so many 
promising men. 

A renowned scholar and author 
of some dozen weighty books, he 
won his political spurs in. that 
least bookish of institutions, Chi- 
cago’s city council in the heyday 
of the Kelly-Nash machine. 

A Fair-Dealing liberal on most 
major issues, he distrusts bureau- 
cracy and frequently causes fel- 
low-Democrats to cringe in em- 
barrassment by lecturing them on 
how governmental costs could be 
cut. 

A peace-loving Quaker by con- 
viction, he has been a rebel all 
his life and at 50 enlisted as a 
private for combat in the Marines. 

An easy-going, likable extro- 
vert, he is despised as a war- 
monger by leftists and damned 
by right-wingers as a socialist. 

Though he frequently horrifies 
professional politicians of his own 
party and has incurred the per- 
sonal ire of Harry S. Truman, 
Democratic state leaders have 
picked him as their second presi- 
dential choice for 1952, right be- 
hind the man from Independence. 


The one-man melting pot be- 
hind all these seemingly contra- 
dictory ideas and character traits 
is an enormously bulky, gray- 
thatched figure with a leonine 
head, friendly blue eyes and steel- 
rimmed spectacles. 

The occasional visitor to Wash- 
inton is most apt to see Douglas, 
six feet, two and a half inches 
tall and weighing around 235 
pounds, slumped down in a chair 
of a Senate anteroom, his virtually 
useless left arm resting comfort- 
ably in‘ his lap as he listens in- 
tently to a caller. Chances are the 
senior Senator from Illinois has 
a denicotinized cigarette stuck 
firmly between his lips, its ashes 
dropping unnoticed on his baggy, 


rumpled suit. 

Somehow he looks both like a 
tower of strength and as folksy 
and comfortable as an old shoe. 

x « * 

HOUGH friends have lately 
T prevailed upon him to watch 

his health and take a mid- 
afternoon nap on his office couch 
whenever Senate business is in a 
lull, Senator Douglas sticks to a 
mankilling routine. On the floor 
of the Senate, his gently biting wit 
and his staggering knowledge are 
applied on almost any subject. He 


’ likes to rib colleagues with biblical 


quotations, and when he argues 
on a major subject he may arrive 
with two assistants loaded down 
with books, maps and charts to 
back up his oratory. 

He gets about 1000 letters a 
day, only about a quarter of them 
from Illinois. Fortunately he has 
a photographic memory and can 
take in a page at a glance (he 
knows the fat WPA guidebook of 
Illinois almost by heart), and so 
he goes through hills of corre- 
spondence at an amazing rate, 
scribbling notes for’ reply on the 
margins. His handwriting is the 
bane of all but the most experi- 
enced members of his office 
staff because his hands are simply 
too big to deal gracefully with 
pen or pencil. 

' On the walls of his office, 
along with the likenesses of two 
idols and fellow-mavericks, the 
late Senators George Norris and 
“Fighting Bob” La Follette, hang 
the pictures of two educators long 
departed: Sir Thomas More and 
Erasmus. ,Senator Douglas likes 
to explain that he keeps those two 
pictures facing him across his 
desk as a perpetual reminder

sity of Illinois, moving on via 
other academic jobs to the Uni- 
versity of Chicago where he ar- 
rived at the age of 28 and stayed 
for more than 25 years. In World 
War I he was rejected for service 
because of poor eyesight and in 
the confused, anti-war atmos- 
phere of 1920 he became a 
Quaker. 

Gaining scholastic repute with 
such tomes as “The Theory of 
Wages” and “The Problem of Un- 
employment,” Douglas, with the 
help of a then. unknown lawyer 
named Harold Ickes, investigated 
and exposed the manipulations of 
Samuel Insull, the infamous util- 
ities magnate. He helped New 
York Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
on unemployment legislation, 
served as an adviser to the NRA 
consumer’s board and helped 
write the Social Security Act of 
1935, but he opposed many of 
the “cure-all” schemes of the 
early Roosevelt Administration. 
Trips to Europe in 1931 and 1935, 
where he saw Mussolini perform 
on his balcony and Hitler parade 
in Munich, persuaded Douglas, 
who once voted for Socialist Nor- 
man Thomas for President, to join 
the Democratic fold. 

In 1939, Douglas, whose first 
marriage ended in divorce nine 
years before, married Emily Taft, 
daughter of Sculptor Lorado Taft, 
a distant cousin of Ohio’s Sena- 
tor Robert Taft. Mrs. Douglas 
was elected congresswoman-at- 
large from I[linois in 1944, while 
her husband was at war, but 
was defeated in the G.O.P. up- 
surge of 1946. The, Douglases 
have one daughter, Jean. 

In 1939, too, the ‘Senator re- 
ceived his baptism of political fire 
by running for alderman from 
Chicago’s fifth ward. Tirelessly 
trudging from house to house, he 
cornered ever voter he saw, once 
read poetry all evening to a re- 
tired school teacher who had not 
made up her mind how to cast 
her ballot. He won his seat in 
the city council. with the unex- 
pected support of Boss Ed Kelly, 
who thought the council needed 
to be livened up with a few fights. 

Big Ed didn’t know what he 
lrad bargained for. Usually out- 
voted, 49 to 1, Douglas crusaded 
against corruption in the schools, 
high transit fares and inflated 
city budgets, nearly always found 
himself outmaneuvered by fellow- 
aldermen who didn’t get past the 
fifth grade. They called him 
“perfesser” and one invited him 
to come up and drink a Mickey 


ate in 1942 the Cook county ma- 
chine caused his defeat. 

The next day he enlisted in the 
Marine Corps. It was a tough 
job because he was over-age and 
his eyes were hopelessly below 
standard. With the aid of the then 
Secretary of the Navy, the late 
Frank Knox, a fellow Chicagoan, 
and a collection of waivers, he 
managed to become a “boot” in 
Platoon 367 on Parris Island, 
where the average age was 19. 
Some persons thought he was 
seeking publicity, but ‘it was 
argued that nobody can get elect- 
ed by getting shot. 

Douglas nearly did get killed. 
Having resisted a commission, he 
finally took one when he found 
he could not otherwise get over- 
seas, and was eventually dis- 
charged as a lieutenant colonel. 
At Peleliu, Okinawa and other 
deadly islands, he won the bronze 
star and a citation for bravery, 
and was twice wounded. As ad- 
jutant he was supposedly an- 
chored to a desk, but he pestered 
SO many commanders for line 
duty that one finally messaged: 
“If that old white-haired so-and- 
so still wants to join us, send 
him along.” 

Taking off his major’s oak 
leaves, he went along as a pri- 
vate incognito in a forward ac- 
tion. His left arm was nearly 
severed by enemy fire and Doug- 
lag spent more than a year in the 
hospital. He never will regain 
full use of the arm. © 

In 1948, when nobody thought’ 
he stood a chance, Douglas was 
nominated for the Senate. -

“In the 
United States, we ‘run’ for it.” 
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OUGLAS ran for nearly 50,000 
Drnties through every whistle- 

stop in Illinois, stopping long 
enough to make a half dozen or 
more speeches daily and shaking 
perhaps 200,000: hands.

Each separate function meshes with and rests on its 
neighbor.

In the 
inner part—the part the inspec- 
tor couldn’t see — they’d put 
Cuban rum, Of course, when we 
learned of this nefarious prac- 
tice, we discontinued that par- 
ticular model. Trouble was, 
though, we never did find out 
about the ruse until after repeal.” 

C.C.C. doesn’t only stand for 
Continental Can Co., but also for 
Carle C. Conway. We asked if 
this were intentional. 

“No, sir,” laughed the tall, af- 
fable financier. “The company 
wasn’t named after me, and my 
parents certainly couldn’t have 
named me after the company. It’s 
just a coincidence, but if you're 
interested in coincidences, I’ve 
got a better one for you... .
